resolution, 
which 
was 


unanimously adopted: 


"The soldiers and sailors of this re- 


public, in the recent conflict with 
Spain, have added to the military 
glory of their country; by their 
patience in the camp, by their en- 
durance in the field, by their courage 
in battle, they have added imperish- 
able honor to the fame of the Ameri- 
can soldier. They have earned and 
deserve the gratitude of the nation 
and the affection of the people, and 
every boy who wore the blue is en- 
titled to the thoughtful consideration 
and care of the government. 


"Yet the. reports that come from 


camps and hospitals since the war 
terminated have been stories of heart- 
less cruelty, of wrongs and hardships, 
of impure and improper food, lack oi 
food for the well, of unnecessary ex- 
posure on ship and in camp, for lack 
of medicine and of care and attention 
for_the sick, caused by inefficiency in 
the management of the war depart- 
ment.. This neglect has caused the 
strong to become ill and the sick to 
perish, until the ^awful fact lias be- 
come apparent to the country that 
four times as many of our soldiers 
have perished since the war closed 
from neglect and disease—as martyrs 
tn red tape and incompctency — than 
fell as heroes upon the Held of battle;
